The Department of Mines 
and Minerals has the admin- 
istration amd management of 
all mines, minerals and nat- 
ural resources vested in or 
belonging to the Crown im the 
right of the province. 

The Department consists of 
three administrative and two 
service divisions, Responsib- 
ilities of the administrative 
divisions are as follows:

Mineral Rights Division 
This division is responsible 
for the admimistration of the 
disposition of subsurface nas 
ural resources held by the 
Crown lease, reservation, lic- 
ense, permit or other agree- 
ment and for collection of 
fees. rentals. royalties, bon- 
us@g and other revenue from 
Crown mineral rights. 
Mines Division 
This division is responsible 
for the administration and en 
forcement of rules and regul- 
ations relating to safety and 
working conditions in mines 
and quarries and also exam- 
ination and certification of 
personnel 
Mineral Taxation Division 
This division administers 

the Mineral Taxation Act 
which provides for the col- 
lection of an acreage tax 
from the owners of all free- 
hold mineral rights in the 
Province. In areas where a 
mineral ie being produced a 
tax Is also levied on the min- 
eral by assessment according 
to the statute. 

In addition the following 
Board report to the Minister 
of Mines and Minerals:

Gas Conservation Board 
consists of a chairman and 
two members, with headquar 
ters at 514 - 11th Avenue W.

“When we attempt to solve the 
high cost of eating, we must also 
ider the finished product—the 
meal itself, It must taste good.

An excellent way to use odds 
and ends of frults. 

Make one recipe pie pastry, or 
use a mix, Combine 3 c. mixed 
frozen, cooked or canned fruits 
(any kind). Add % c. sugar, 1 tsp. 
cinnamon and % tsp. nutmeg. 
Transfer to an oiled or margarined 
deep pie plate. Cover with piecrust 
rolled to a scant % inch thickness. 
Press down around the edges. Slash 
the top in 3 places. Brush with 
milk. Dust with 1 tsp. granulated 
sugar. Bake 35 min. in a moder- 
ately hot oven, 375 degrees F., or 
until browned, Serve warm or cold, 
plain or with cream or ice cream.
